Mayor launches 
fair housing plan

A GROUP of experts have 
been brought together 


by Mayor John Biggs to 
promote the delivery of 
genuinely affordable 
housing in the borough. 


With a chronic shortage of 
housing, rising rental costs and 
many low-income residents, 
Tower Hamlets has become 


an increasingly expensive place 
to live. 

The council aims to deliver 
genuinely affordable housing

and is doing its best to ensure 
residents are not priced out' of 
Tower Hamlets. 

The Housing Policy and 
Affordability Commission will 
be chaired by cabinet member 
for strategic development Cllr 
Rachel Blake. 

It will meet over the next 
three months to take evidence 
from residents, housing 
providers and experts on what 
genuinely affordable housing 
could look like. 

Initial research for the panel 
has found that a household, 


comprising two working par- 
ents earning an average 
income, with two children of 
junior school age, living in a 
so-called affordable rent' home, 
could spend nearly half their 
income on housing costs. 

As a result, some may have 
to claim housing benefit to 
make ends meet. 

All meetings will be open to 
the public and held at the Town 
Hall in Mulberry Place. 

The first takes place at 6pm 
on Wednesday, December 16.

‘Affoxdable’ rent deal

Sitting alongside Cllr Blake, 
Mayor John Biggs and cabinet 
member for housing Cllr Sira- 
jul Islam, will be Yvonne Ar- 
rowsmith, chief executive of 
East Thames Housing Associa- 
tion, Westminister University 
lecturer Duncan Bowie, barris- 
ter Sarah Sackman, represen- 
tatives from business group 
London First, developers Barratt 
London and the Bromley by 
Bow Centre. 

Cllr Blake said: “Affordable 
housing should always mean 
affordable. 

“The commission brings 
together experts from across 
the housing sector and will 
enable us to have up-to-date 
information when making 
important decisions about 
future development and how 
we establish rents local people 
can afford.” 

Mayor Biggs said: “We face 
considerable challenges in 
delivering really affordable 
homes for local people. 

“These include the very high 
local cost of housing, a chronic 
shortage of stock and a 
growing population. 

“We welcome the significant 
regeneration taking place in 
the borough and the role 
this plays in transforming 
Tower Hamlets. 

“However, we must not lose 
sight of the fact that, for 
increasing numbers of people 
who grew up in the borough, 
the possibility of renting or 
buying a local home has been 
very difficult.”

A SOCIAL housing landlord, 
which wrote to tenants 
telling them to buy their 
home or find somewhere 
else to live, has now 
agreed to let some stay on 
and pay affordable rents 
following an intervention 
by Mayor John Biggs. 

Housing provider East 
Thames had told local tenants 
that they no longer intended 
to offer 'intermediate rent' 
and 'rent to buy' products. 

Mayor Biggs was very con- 
cerned about the matter, met 
with East Thames chief execu- 
tive Yvonne Arrowsmith. 

Now, in agreement with the 
council, the landlord has made 
special arrangements for vul- 
nerable tenants, or those who 
face serious financial hardship 


and are currently in interme- 
diate rented homes. 

It will allow them to to con- 
vert to a tenure called affordable 
rent, which sets payments at 
about 65 per cent lower than the 
local market average. 

Mayor Biggs commented: “As 
a result of our negotiations, I am 
confident that East Thames has 
now made a significant change 
to its original demand. 

“However, it remains the case 
that this was an unwelcome 
decision for many residents 
who will now find it difficult to 
find affordable housing within 
Tower Hamlets.” 

The renewed offer does not 
apply to East Thames residents 
in 'rent to buy' homes who, af- 
ter five years, have to switch 
from rent to shared ownership.

NOVEMBER was so mild 
that we had some daf- 
fodils of a very early 
variety in flower by the 
end of the month. 

Our hollies have a good crop 
of berries this year and, if you 
look closely, you'll see that many 
trees also have a small second 
flowering now. The main 
flowering is in May. 

If you'd like to see the daffodils 
and the hollies, and learn 
more about our history, as well 
as our wildlife, join us on our free 
Winter Wander on Sunday, 
December 20 at 2pm. 

We'll be following the route 
of our new plants and people 
trail, which goes through a 
wide variety of meadow and 
woodland settings and, even at 
this time of year, there's still 
plenty to see. 

Afterwards we'll warm up 
with mulled wine or a non- 
alcoholic drink, and mince pies. 

Robins are regulars, but 
we've also seen woodpeckers 
frequently lately. The 
brilliantly coloured green 
woodpecker doesn't only get its 
food from the trees, but also by 
poking into ants' nests to eat the 
occupants, so we often see it on 
the ground. 

The smaller great spotted 
woodpecker stays in the trees, 
but announcees its presence 
by its pic' call. 

If you live anywhere near 
the Cemetery Park, Mile End 
Park or Victoria Park, keep an eye 
open for woodpeckers. 

Our special winter bird is 
the firecrest, Britain's tiniest 
bird, with a bright red stripe 
over its eye. 

Small numbers winter in 
southern England and we 
usually get a couple, who arrive 
here in September and leave 
in March. 

Its close relative, the goldcrest, 
is more common and usually to 
be found in numbers here.

In the New Year we've got lots 
of special events, all but one of 
which is free. 

The one for which there is a 
charge is our Forest School 
Holiday Club, for children of 
all ages. This runs over four 
days of the school half-term in 
mid-February. 

In that same week we have 
a free family event, planting 
young trees and wildflowers, 
from 10.30am-12.30pm, on 
Wednesday, February 17. 

We also have two one-day 
courses, providing new 
woodland skills. The first is 
Know your Native Trees and 
Shrubs in Winter, on Thursday, 
January 21. The other, on Thurs- 
day, February 25, is Getting to 
Know Woodland Wildflowers 
and How to Grow Them. 

On Saturday, February 27, 
from nam-4pm, we have Hid- 
den Histories, an unmissable 
event for all the family. This day 
launches the Friends' project, 
funded by the Heritage Lottery 
Fund, to research the 204 names 
on our war memorial and learn 
something of their lives. 

The programme is still being 
finalised, but there will be talks, 
stalls from local history societies 
and lots for children, including 
a historical "scavenger hunt'' art 
activity and storytelling.

Neighbours 
make plans

Grocer fined over 
mice infestation 

Droppings were found in boxes of food and on shelves

A GROCER has been fined 
more than £1,500 after 
council officers discovered 
an infestation of mice. 

Ahmed's Fruit & Veg on 
Stepney Way was closed 
temporarily following a routine 
inspection carried out in 
November 2014. 

Having established that the 
establishment was not 
registered with the food safety 
system, the council's environ- 
mental health team visited the 
premises. 

Officers found large quanti- 
ties of mouse droppings 
throughout the shop - in 
boxes containing food 
products for sale to the public 
and on shelves containing 


food and cleaning products in 
the rear of the premises. 

Packets of dried fish were 
found that had been gnawed at 
by mice and did not carry 
adequate labelling or trace- 
ability information. 

Other food products appeared 
to have been chewed by rodents 
and evidence of nesting was 
found in empty egg containers. 

Mouse droppings were 
discovered underneath pallets 
of food in the greengrocer's 
storage area. 

Officers had no option but to 
close the shop. The direct con- 
tamination of food created an 
imminent risk to health. 

Following a further visit, the 
premises was allowed to reopen. 
Subsequent visits have found 
the hygiene to be satisfactory. 


Owner Abdul Malique, 47, of 
Jarman House, Jubilee Street, 
Stepney, pleaded guilty to all 
charges and was ordered to 
pay a fine of £1,500, prosecution 
costs of £1,500 and a victim 
surcharge of £120. 

Cllr Ayas Miah, cabinet 
member for environment, said: 
“The council takes breaches of 
food safety very seriously, 
especially when they are ex- 
treme cases such as this.

Stunning 
facelift 
for library

ONE of the borough’s most 
beautiful libraries has re-opened 
tafter extensive refurbishment. 

The grade II listed Bethnal Green library, 
in Bethnal Green Gardens, off Cambridge 
Heath Road, has been closed for eight 
months while it was renovated. 

Once part of the Bethnal House asylum, 
it opened as a library in 1922 and has 
ornate stained glass, wood panelling and 
an elaborate corniced ceiling. 

The improvements included replacing the 
building's old heating system, removing 
asbestos material and light refurbishment 
and redecoration of the main library. 
Alongside this, the library will have: 

■ a brand new Wi-Fi system; 

■ eight computers for internet access, 
scanning and printing facilities; 

■ a new bench for laptop users; 

■ additional comfortable seating spaces for 
people using their own devices; 

■ a new layout - including adult and child 
fiction sections. 

The building was officially opened on 
Monday, December 7. 

Mayor John Biggs said: "Bethnal Green 
Library is an amazing building.

New Moon rising after the darkness 


BY JOHN RENNIE 


FORGET the glittering playhouses 
of St Martin’s Lane and Shaftsbury 
Avenue... the most exciting London 
theatrical happenings in the 1960s 
were taking place in grimier, 
lesser known parts of London. 

Out in Stratford, Joan Littlewood was 
encouraging the improvisation of some of 
the most exciting drama London had 
seen, while East End playwrights such as 
Steven Berkoff and Arnold Wesker were 
consigning Terence Rattigan et al firmly to 
theatrical history. 

And down in a little alleyway, sandwiched 
between Leman Street and Whitechapel 
High Street, the Half Moon Theatre 
Company was born. 

The Half Moon, formed in 1972 in a 
rented synagogue in Alie Street, was 
named after the nearby Half Moon Passage 
(a romantic-sounding moniker, but most 
likely taken from the name of a pub). 

This was far from your regular playhouse, 
comprising the adult theatre company, 
the Young People's Theatre and the 
Photography Workshop, with rehearsal 
space and living accommodation. 

Now, a new project is to explore the 
often turbulent history of the Half Moon, 
and they're looking for those of us who re- 
member the theatre to record those mem- 
ories... and you'll be joining a stellar cast. 

The driving forces behind the Half Moon 
were a trio of actors Michael Irving and 
Maurice Colbourne (a successful TV actor 
who would later find fame as Tom Howard 
in the BBC drama Howard's Way) and 
theatre director Guy Sprung. 

If the concept was very much a product 
of the Sixties' idea of an alternative 
society, then the first productions to emerge 
were just as far from the Shaftsbury 
Avenue mainstream. 

Bertolt Brecht's In the Jungle of the 
Cities in 1972 was followed by Will Wat If 
Not What Will, a collaborative effort by 
Sprung, Steve Gooch and the company. 

Rumpole of the Bailey creator John Mor- 
timer, writing in The Observer, called it "one 
of the best things in my term as a critic”. 

Community mattered and, in 1973, the 
company took part in the Ei Festival, which 
attracted more local actors and writers and 
led to the Seventies becoming an optimistic 
period of growth and expansion. 

An acclaimed production of Henry IV, Part 
1 and 2 was reviewed by The Guardian's 
critic Michael Billington in glowing terms. 
Audiences were growing, but the tiny 
Alie Street venue seated only 80 people. 

So in 1975, as money started to come in 




performance area. And that year too, 
Frances de la Tour began a successful 
collaboration with the Half Moon, 
appearing in the London premiere of 
Dario Fo's We Can't Pay? We Won't Pay!, 
Eleanor Marx's Landscape of Exile and 
Shakespeare's Hamlet. In the latter play, the 
former Miss Jones, of Rising Damp fame, 
played the prince himself. 

Sometimes, alas, organisations can be the 
victims of their own success. The old 


arts organisations should be self -funding 
rather than relying on grants, which flew 
in the face of the company's policy 
of bringing low-cost theatre to those on 
low incomes. 

The company's remit of producing 
challenging, leftist drama such as 
Steven Berkoff's Sink The Belgrano! was 
hardly likely to earn them much sympa- 
thy from a Tory government. 

Meanwhile, the public taste for agit 
prop theatre was going into decline as the 
Eighties wore on, and audiences were 
down, while commercial sponsors proved 
resistant to backing a programme of plays 
out of tune with the consumerist decade. 

The Half Moon now started using what 
remained of its Greater London Arts 
Association (GLAA) grant to service the debts 
from the ambitious rebuild. The hammer 
blow came when the GLAA then slashed 
the grant in half, pointing out that it 
was intended to fund performances, not 
capital projects. 

In 1990, the theatre went 'dark' and 
for years was a gradually crumbling 
hulk on the Mile End Road. It would

from an Arts Council grant, the decision was 
taken to expand into new premises. 

In 1979, a disused Methodist chapel 
close to Stepney Green was found. Close by 
the Tube station and on the main Mile End 
Road, the venue seated 200 and promised 
increased revenue to allow the company 
to thrive and grow. 

Productions continued to impress, both 
in their design as well as in the perfor- 
mances. For the opening production in the 
new venue in 1979, a revival of Robert Tres- 
sell's The Ragged Trousered Philanthropists, 
the team took advantage of the dilapidat- 
ed state of the building by working that into 
the performance. 

Later that year, Edward Bond's The 
Worlds took advantage of the fixed 
seating around a central 



chapel was now too small, and architect Flo- 
rian Beigel (a name that seems ideally suit- 
ed to the East End) came up with a plan to 
expand, with a new 'space' on land adja- 
cent to the church. 

Space was the apposite word - this 
would be a playhouse with no fixed seat- 
ing, supremely flexible, allowing plays to 
be staged in any form director and com- 
pany desired. £im was raised, and the old 
chapel now became the theatre offices and 
a bar, while the new space would reflect 
"the most direct forms of theatre of the past, 
such as the Italian Commedia dellArte and 
the Elizabethan theatres with galleried 
courtyards, such as Shakespeare's Globe...” 

But almost immediately the Half Moon 
was caught in a perfect storm of troubles. 
The new Thatcher government decreed that 


re-open as a Wetherspoon's pub, its name 
(The Half Moon) a mournful nod to what 
might have been. 

But... some good ideas just won't go away. 
The young people's theatre survived as an 
independent company, became a charity 
and, in partnership with the council, bought 
the old Limehouse Board of Works on 
White Horse Road, Stepney, as a new base. 

The company is (with the help of a 
cocktail of grants) now flourishing. 

But the original Half Moon is not 
forgotten. Get involved with the project and 
you can help rebuild those memories.

Gift seekers will find high-end fashions 
and budget-friendly stocking fillers. And to 
escape the commercial hubbub there's a 
peaceful moment amidst ferns and bamboos 
in the Crossrail rooftop garden. 

The walk starts at Heron Quays DLR 
station. The railway track runs on high, 
within a teal-coloured hulk propped by 
steels. As you exit, look for Charles Hadcock's 
Helisphere - a spliced cast iron globe - the 
first of several sculptures hereabouts. Canary 
Wharf Group has one of the UK's largest 
public art collections, with more than 60 
artworks dotted around. 

Cross over to Middle Dock (i), one of 
three that once formed the West India 
Docks. The DLR viaduct - painted as 
A Beautiful Sunset Mistaken for a Dawn' 
in exuberant pinks and blues by Sint a 
Tantra - runs over the water towards 
the Canary Wharf train shed, picked out with 
red girders. 

Middle Dock is only about half its 
original size; since 1999 the eastern section 
has accommodated the underground station, 
topped by Jubilee Park. 

As you enter the park, another Hadcock 
sculpture - Torsion II - gently twists like a 
stairway to the stars.

Jubilee Place shopping mall (3). It's feeling 
festive at the moment: Santa's grotto sits 
within a house made of sweets, and trees 
are decorated in gold and cream baubles. 

Explore the outlets - upmarket women's 
wear, shoes and toiletries to the right, and 
restaurants straight ahead offering pizzas, 
burgers and peri peri chicken. 

As you progress, look out for Emma 
Biggs' beautiful pavement mosaics 
depicting old-time dock cargoes, framed with 
snippets such as "Three million pounds 




Jubilee Park (2) is a 
delightful green pocket 
amidst the skyscrapers, 
landscaped by Jacques 
Wirtz. 

The pathway winds its 
way beside stepped foun- 
tains, cloaked in lime- 
stone, and currently it's 
illuminated by a nine- 
lamp menorah to mark 
the Jewish festival of 
Chanukah.

Watch the skaters - some 
confident, others wobbly - as they work their 
way round. Restaurants alongside sell 
Mexican quesadillas, Japanese sushi and 
British classics. 

Cross North Colonnade to FfSBC's offices, 
guarded by bronze lions - nicknamed 
Stephen and Stitt after former bank 
managers in Shanghai. A history wall of 
photos dominates the lobby. 

Beyond Credit Suisse and Bank of 
America, a wide white tube-walk - 
reminiscent of a science fiction film - leads 


around the corner. 
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you to Crossrail Place (7). When it opens in 
2018, Crossrail will transform transport 
connections across London. It's a colossal 
achievement in civil engineering terms; 
take time to look at the photo exhibition to 
appreciate the sheer scale of it. 

This six-storey structure - designed by 
Norman Foster & Partners to resemble a 
liner berthed in North Dock - is more 
than a train station; it incorporates 
shops, restaurants and a remarkable 
rooftop garden (8). 

Take the escalators up one level. The 
spruce lattice roof is inset with air-filled 
plastic cushions, rather like a giant arc of 
bubblewrap, punctured here and there. 
Before heading into the gardens, skirt 
around the Big Easy steak and lobster shack, 
for glimpses towards the City and then over 
the Poplar skyline; in time, a link will be 
created to Poplar DLR station. 

The location has inspired the garden 
planting, as the station sits close to the 
prime meridian, the point at which east 
meets west; initially the plants you encounter 
are western tree ferns, sweet gum and 
bananas, before transitioning to eastern 
bamboos, maples and magnolias. 

Weave your way through, or pause to 
enjoy the peace. At the far end - beside a 
pop-up performance space - two escalators 
take you down to Level -1. Out on the 


quayside, there's a parade of gift shops, 
international restaurants, cycle outlets and 
a luxury cinema. Somewhat unexpectedly, 
two Midland Bank war memorials (9) sit 
opposite, incorporating St George and the 
Recording Angel by Albert Toft. 

The pathway opens out into Adams Place, 
landscaped with shallow water pools and 
tiled planters. Keep beside the dock, past 
the rippled Douglas Fir sculpture by 
Keith Rand, and bars buzzing with office 
Christmas parties. 

From the steps at Wren's Landing there's 
a view across the lime-green bridge 
floating on cylindrical pontoons as it arcs 
towards the Georgian former dock 
warehouses (10) , now home to restaurants 
and the free-to-visit Museum of 
London Docklands. 

Lynn Chadwick's sculpture 'Couple on 
Seat' welcomes you into Cabot Square (11). 
You're surrounded by water - cascades and 
a giant central pool, dancing with fountains 
- and it's a final chance to marvel at the 
skyscrapers before heading indoors to 
Cabot Place. 

Inside, Canary Wharf DLR station marks 
the end of the walk. But with so much to 
tempt, you might like to stay longer - a 
chance to shop for presents, try out some 
skating acrobatics, or relax in a nearby 
restaurant or bar.

French classics and 
fantastic fish dishes 



Palmers is a treat for lovers of fish

UNDER Pin my little black 
book is Palmers: a neigh- 
bourhood stalwart ten 
minutes away from home 
where you’re guaranteed 
an excellent supper. 

Situated on the ground floor 
of a reasonably new develop- 
ment, the interior feels modern 
yet refreshingly homely 

We were genially seated by 
one of the sons of the father/ 
sons ownership and settled on 
a crisp glass of Viognier to get 
us in the mood. 

The menu is full of French 
classics, with a special empha- 
sis on fish. 

We settled down for some 
stunning starters. My scallops 
and chorizo were sublime, 
served on a creamy bed of 
cauliflower puree. 

The scallops were very large, 
perfectly cooked and matched 
well with my wine. 

The Silver Fox tucked into a 
generous bouillabaisse-style 
soup, a sort offish stew, replete 
with langoustine-sized prawns 
and hearty with fish fillets. 


The promised rouille and 
crouton didn't materialise, but 
the depth of flavour and size left 
us without complaint. 

Predictably, I plumped for 
the whole sea bass with salsa 
verde sauce as a main course. 

There is nothing more luxu- 
rious in my eyes than a whole 
fish to oneself. And the salsa 
verde was sharp and refreshing, 


cutting through the creami- 
ness of the fish flesh. 

The Fox went for Toulouse 
sausages and mash, a dish 
where you can't go far wrong 
but the devil is in the detail. 

The mash was creamy with 
butter and perfectly seasoned; 
the gravy rich, dark and devil- 
ish to the last greedy mouthful. 

We passed on desserts, 


sated and happy as sandboys. 

What a treat to have this 
quality of food on our doorstep 
All the fish is sourced from 
Billingsgate and veg from new 
Spitalfields market.

Mushroom & chestnut filo pie - serves 3 


Ingredients 

5 leaves of filo pastry 
Lime juice 

1 red onion 
Knob of butter 

6 mushrooms 

Half a packet dried chestnuts 


1 tsp mixed spice 
Sprinkle of sage and thyme 
1 tsp tamarind paste 
1 tsp lemon juice 
Crushed star anise 
Handful roasted cashew nuts 


Method 

1. Line the dish with greaseproof 
paper and lay in the filo leaves. 
Frill out like petals, paint the 
base with lime juice and pop in 
a hot oven to set the pastry. Set 
aside to cool. 

2. Finely dice one half the onion, 
cut the other half into thin rings. 

3. Melt the butter in a frying pan 
and cook the diced onions. 

4. Dice the mushrooms and 
add to the pan with the sage and 
thyme, and cook until softened. 

5. Add the chestnuts, chopped, 
a little more butter and the 
mixed spice. Cook for a few mo- 


ments then add water to reach 
halfway up the ingredients and 
the tamarind. Stir and let cook 
very gently until the ingredients 
are almost indistinguishable. 

6. Spoon into the filo and spread 
evenly. Add the lemon juice to the 
pan, swirl to gather the tasty bits, 
then drizzle over the mixture. 

7. Fry the onion rings in a little 
butter with star anise. Add a 
handful of crushed cashews 
and toast until bronze. 

8. Place onion rings on the mix- 
ture in the pie and sprinkle 
over the nuts. Pop in a medium 
oven for 15 mins.

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Back from the brink 

Ten months ago, Andy Lee was one fight away from retirement. 
But since then he has overcome the previously unbeaten 
Matt Korobov to become WBO world middleweight champion. 



TOWER HAMLETS 
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Lee set fox date 
with destiny

ANDY Lee and Billy Joe 
Saunders are set to collide 
in a Christmas showdown. 

The pair's long-awaited clash 
will happen on Frank Warren's 
Manchester Arena show this 
Saturday, December 19. 

After self-styled Gypsy King 
Tyson Fury's sensational world 
heavyweight title victory over 
Wladimir Klitschko, these 
two men from the traveller 
community promise to stage an 
another explosive night. 

For 30-year-old Lee it marks 
the culmination of a real-life 
Rocky story, and a remarkable 
turnaround in a career which 
was on the brink of failure. 

Ten months ago, trainer Andy 
Booth sat him down before his 
fight with John Jackson and 
warned Lee that defeat would 
spell the end of his career. 

Not only did the man from 
Bow win in style, he then went 
on to Las Vegas to destroy the 
previously unbeaten Russian

Matt Korobov, and a new WBO 
middleweight champion of the 
world was crowned. 

Lee was brought up on a 
traveller site in Bow, before 
moving back to his roots in 
Limerick. 

He boxed at Bethnal Green's 
Repton Club from the age of 
eight and signed his first pro 
contract with American legend 
Manny Steward in 2005. 

Following Steward's death in 
2012, Lee returned to London, 
where he joined up with 


English trainer Adam Booth. 

It was with Booth that he won 
the WBO belt in 2014, the first 
member of any traveller com- 
munity to win a world title. He 
has lost just two of his 37 fights. 

Saunders, from Hatfield, is 
tutored by east London's top 
trainer, Jimmy Tibbs. 

A former European 
champion, he is unbeaten in 
22 fights, and confident he can 
end Lee's reign at the top. 

'Andy Lee has been in the ring 
with bigger punchers than me, 
but not smarter, clever ones. 
None of them,'' said Saunders. 

"I need that big breakout 
performance and I know the 
best time to show it is now." 

Saunders suspects that the 
culture of both fighters could 
play a big part in the outcome. 

"Me and Andy are both 
from a traveller background,” 
Saunders added. 

"So I'm sure that if my 
gameplan doesn't come off, or 
his doesn't, we're both going to 
have to take a chance."
